The 
first number is before us and is a beau- 
tifully printed, bright, newsy sheet. 
We wish our new neighbor a long and 
rous life. 



There is a great deal of fuss being 
made just now about convict labor 
competing .with free labor in other 
places, but never a word is said about 
its interfering with the laboring men 
and mechanics of this city, where it 
has hung like a millstone about the 
neck of almost every industry in this 
community for years. In this connec- 
tion we would suggest to our Lexing- 
ton and Fayette county friends, that 
while they are chipping in to raise the 
$500,000 necessary to buy the Capitol 
they might as well drop in a few nick- 
les to asslrt in removing that interest- 
ing institution, the Penitentiary, along 
with it. It will be such a nice thing 
to have-so handy for some of the 
statues that adorn the Phoenix Hotel 
corner to go into the Sunday-school 
sin. 



Mi*s Belle Grant, of this cily, while 
visiting friends in Evansville, Indiana, 
about a vear ago, was so unfortunate 
us to fall and injure her left ankle, 
which caused her much pain and in- 
convenience for some time, but finally 
got well enough. for her to go about, 
liflst fall, in coming down stairs at the 
residence of her father in this city, she 
fell and hurt it a second time, and has 
since been confined to the house from 
it. She has suffered so much pain 
that last week she went to Louisville 
to consult Dr. Ap. Vance, who after a 
thorough examination gave it as his 
opinion that a small bone had been 
broken, frOm which all the bones of 
the foot were so badly diseased that 
amputation had become necessary. 
She was brought home on Tuesday, 
but as yet no time has been fixed for 
the operation, as it is exceedingly hard 
for her and her parents, who aregreatly 
distressed aliout it, to consent to the sac- 
rifice. It is indeed sad that one so 
young, Just in the bloom of a beautiful 
womanhood, should meet with such a 
misfortune, and she has the heartfelt 
sympathy of the whole community. 

Judge Wbj. Lindsay delivered a 
lengthy argument before the joint 
committee of the Legislature on the 
Capitol removal question, on Wednes- 
day evening, which was a masterly 
effort, holding the closest attention of 
the committee and those present for 
one hour and a half.

To him and Gen. John Rodman our 
city is indebted for the moat effective 
w >rk that has been done in her behalf 
at this session, and let us hope their 
e forts may finally result in for m er 
U.irying this ghost of a removal that 
arises every two years to vex and 



A telephone line is being put up 
between this city and Jett Station. 

Under the provisions of the Harris 
Penitentiary bill, which became a law 
on the 8th inst., without the Govern- 
or's signature, the term of Mr. W. T. 
B. South as Warden of the Peniten- 
tiary expired Thursday. 

Mr. John W. Gault retired early on 
Wednesday night and left the outer 
doors of his residence, on Logan street, 
unlocked for the admission of some of 
his family, who had gone to prayer- 
meeting. A sneak thief took advan- 
tage of this fact, went into his bed 
room, stole his pants, and after rifling 
the pockets of $30 in money and some 
other valuables, threw them into an 
adjoining yard 8everal houses have 
been visited on that side of the river 
lately by thieves, but this is the 1 
instance we know of where they have 
been successful. 



About seven o'clock Monday morn 
ing Mr. Tim Sullivan, the engineer at 
the water station just west of the rail- 
road bridge, in Belle Point, found the 
body of a well-dressed young man, 
apparently about 20 years of age, lying 
on the creek bank near the engine 
house. A thirty-two calliber pistol, 
with three chambers empty, lying 
between his right hand and his body, 
and a bullet hole in the right temple 
indicated that he had come to his 
death by his own hand, and had evi- 
dently been dead for several hours. 

Coroner Phvlhian was notified and 
had the body moved to the old store- 
room formerly occupied by Mr. H. C. 
Mitchell, where an examination of the 
pockets of the clothing failed to fur- 
nish any clue to the identity of the 
dead man. He had a nickle watery 
finger ring, and a breast pin upon his 
person but no money. The photo- 
graph of a young lady and a mei 
randum book were found in the breast 
pocket of his coat, together with a 
baggage check issued by the Floren- 
tine Hotel, Lexington. A stone-cutter 
from Lexington finally identified the 
body as that of Tom Sharkey, bar- 
keeper in Teirney's saloon in Lexing- 
ton. It •was then removed to the 
undertaking establishment of Messrs. 
Whltesides & Staten, where an inquest 
was held that afternoon, and after hold- 
ing two sittings the jury brought in a 
verdict that he came to his death by 
a pistol shot wound in the head, 
either inflicted by his own hand or 
that of some person unknown to the 
jury. 

Our neighbor of the Capital inform- 
ed us on Sunday that the Alford 
capitol removal bill was the most dan- 
gerous one yet proposed. Perhaps it 
might be if the people of Lexington 
and Fayette county should vote to tax 
themselves to raise the #600,000— the 
price Judge Alford has fixed in his 
bill at which the State will sell the 
Capitol to Lexington— which is not 
probable, as the farmers of that coun- 
ty are not fools enough to load them- 
selves with so heavy a burden when 
there is to be such a small return, 
although there may be a number of 
the citizens of Lexington in favor of it. 

The Transcript, the paper which 
seems to be the most anxious of any 
of the Lexington papers to have the 
seat of government removed there, 
has this to say on the subject: 

Lexington and Fayette county could 
hardly be expected to pay $600,000 for the 
State Capital. If we are going to spend 
a half million in any enterprise, we will 
put the money where it will do us more 
good than investing it in getting the capi- 
tal removed here. That enm would bring 
a hundred manufacturing concerns here, 
a few of which Would be worth more to the 
city than anything else. 

The bill, is unconstitutional, and 
would not hold water if tested before 
the courts, but With Franklin county 
represented as at present in both houses 
it may be accidentally slipped through
